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TOWN OF GULLDERLAND, NikW YORK 


. The Township of Guilderland, Albany County, New York was created from Ke town 4 
of Watervliet, New York by an act of the State Legislature in February 1803, When “/ 
this town was first settled about 1730, there were several Indians here. Some re- 
mained here as late as 1820. A few Indian Villages or Work Places were in the town. 
One was on the Dr. Davis farin at Dunnsville, one on the John Moore farm at Fullers, 
one on the L. Schuster farm, McCorinack's Road, one on the: John Kemner, Sr. farm at 
Dunnsville.s The writer has many Indian relics picked up-in this town including a 
stone ax and an iron tomahawk. The first farm settled within the confines of the 
-town was that of the third Mayor of Albany, Evert Banker, who died on his farm in 
July 1730. This farm is now owned by P. James Howenstein. Early bridges were made 
of stones, arched,.then came the covered bridges which have all disappeared.

Soon after the Cherry Valley turnpike was: granted a charter by the Legislature 
in 1799, there were eighteen taverns on this highway of fifteen miles of plank road 
in this town. Droves of turkeys, hogs, sheep and cuttle were driven over this road. 
The writer has seen many droves of cattle more than a mile long pass by on the way 
| td West Albany. The oldest roads were from Albany over the Helderburghs to Schoharie 
and the one from Albany through the Pine Woods to Princetown and known as the Kings 
Highway. The early roads were worked with team and a dump scraper held by one man 
and the dirt spread with a potato hook and hoe. 


The first settlers remained along the banks of. the Normanskil, which creek was 
the main highway by row boat. Then the higher lands were settled in order to better 
grow wheat for bread. Most large farms had charcoul pits which were made by stand- 
ing a large quantity of wood on end covered with straw and ground, then fired and 

watched to make charcoal. . 


The main creeks were the Normanskil, Bozenkil, Schwartz (Black) Creek, Hungerkil,\ 
Wildehausekil end Kaikoutkil. By an act of tho Legislature of April .2, 1813, the | 
Black Creek was declared to be a public highway and adjoining lund owners were re- 
quired to remove all fallen trees and timber from said creek under a penalty of 
five dollars for failure thereof.

The first houses were. built of logs, with cracks filled with clay, then about 
1790, frame houses were built. The walls were made of lath two by three inches and 
three feet long filled with clay mixed with wheat straw chopped with a carpenters 
broad ax. Roofs were made with shingles two and one half feet long and shaved by 
hand with a drawing knife held by a shaving bench with the feet. Barns were of logs 
and some made of barracks made by setting four large poles in the ground with holes 
bored in with wooden pins to raise and lower the straw thatched roof as nesded. 


Farm lines were shown by blazed trees. The first farms were stocked and leased 
to the first settlers by the Patroon, for tithes of usually one tenth of the income, 


About 1788 the Patroon commenced to sell farms to tenants and others by lease 
and payment of five shillings and a permanent lease of say fifteen schepels of wheat, 
four fat fowls and one days service with team and wagon at tho Manor House in Albany. 
This is what was known as the Patroon'’s rent and which still remains on a few farms. 
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Several saw-mills were located on small streams. 


Hay was cut with a grass scythe and grain was cut with a wheat sickle and 
mat hook to raise the lodged grain, all of which were hand made. The writer has | 


. two sets. Grain was gathered with a hand rake and a natural grown three pronged 


young tree, used as a fork. The grain was threshed with a wooden flail tied to 
the end of a five foot handle und it was cleaned with a winnowing basket in a 
strong wind to take out the chaff. Grain for flour was taken to the grist mill 
in a bag thrown over the horse's back behind the rider. A grist mill was located 
on the Hungerkil at Guilderland, one at French's Hollow, one at Becker's on the 
Black Creek, where the old mill-stone may still be seen. When hay began to be 
baled, wooden hoops were used. They were made by pounding ash logs with a sledge 
hammer, then cutting a two inch wide strip and an inch deep the length of the log 
then pulling up four or five hae growths of the tree, which was the hoop. 


There is one house still standing in this town built of brick in 1760. The 
Cooper House. 


Home manufacturing began.early and in 1785, the Glass House was established, 
- which in 1815 produced five hundred thousand feet of glass. A, woolen factory 

was established in Hamilton by the Battermans, which in turn became a hat factory 
a cotton factory and a foundry. A woolen factory was run at French's Hollow by 
Peter K. Broek and a hat factory at Knowersville, operated by a man named Knower, 
This building is still in fine condition. In 1813, there were one hundred looms 
in this town making twenty-five thousand yards of cloth annually. 


The Holland Dutch mothers sang their lullaby song to their babies as follows 


Trip a trop a troontjes - Translated - Riding on Mother's knee 


De varken in de boontijes, Happy as can. be. 

De Kootjes, in de klauver Thé pigs. are in the beans 
De paarden in de haver The cows are in the clover 
De eendes in de. water plas The horses are in the oats 
De kalf, in de lang gras The ducks are in the water 


So groot myn kleine poppetje was. The: calf is in “long: grass 
So tall my little baby was. 


Early roads were established by one neighbor going to another or er epanas 
on to a third or fourth neighbor. This path finally became a right of way and 
when a line fence between the farms was reached, a swing gate crossed the right 
of way which had to be opened and shut after going through. The mode of travel 
was usually by ox-cart and oxen yoked to it. A double chair with flag bottom 
was used for. husband and wife as a seat in the ox-cart and the children usually 
lay on clean straw on the floor of the ox-cart. Church was attended with the 
same conveyance. The story has often been told how a neighbor on his way to 
church (previous to the year 1800) with his ox-team and cart came to his neigh- 
bor's line fence swing gate and found it tied fast. He then commanded his oxen 
to - Whoa, Gee, back and when they backed the hind end of the cart smashed the 
gate. He then commanded them to ~ Haw, Buck and Bright, giddap. (This mean't 
turn ‘around to the left.and go’ on). And so he proceeded to the Lutheran church 
near Knowersville (Altamont). 


One of the oldest grave stones still standing in this town is on the old 
Séverson farm and inscribed E. M. 1768 ~ 10 AG. (KE. M. aged 10 yrs,). 
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The writer has a sot of store account books kept in 1810 to 1823. The 
following is a sample of the charge accounts.

Arms. And as they are hereby commanded to obey you as their Ensign = so are you 
likewise to observe and follow such orders and directions, from time to time, as 
you shall receive from ine, or any other your Superior Officer, according to the 


Rules and. Discipline of War, in pursuance of the trust reposed in you; and for so 


doing, this shall be your commission. : 
Given under my Hand and Seal at Arms, at Fort George, in the City of New York,

Then an agreement, made between Michel Wagner of Schoharry, in the County 
of Albany and Christiyan Schoolcraft of afforesaid County, the afforesaid Wagner 
for his heirs, executors, administrators or assigns, is to have the full half of 
the afforesaid Schoolcraft's land, lying and being under the Hell Berg, for. four 
years and the afforesaid Wagner is to pay the afforesaid Schoolcraft, fourty 
pounds, New York corrency, for rent for the same, and. the afforesaid Schoolcraft 
is to pay with the afforementioned four years, the fourty pound back to the 
afforesaid Wagner, with the interest against five pound at (probably eight) per 
cent and the afforesaid Schoolcraft is to raise the afforesaid money out of his 
-part of land and if so be, that the afforesaid Schoolcraft pay the afforesaid 

Wagner his money within the same term, then the afforesaid Schoolcraft is to let 
the afforesaid Wagner have afforementioned land for two years longer and the 
afforesaid Wagner is to find iron work for plow and harrow, and the afforesaid 
Schoolcraft is to find the wood-work for plow and harrow, sufficient during the 
afforesaid term, and when the afforesaid Waggoner goes away from the affore- 
mentioned land, the afforesaid Schoolcraft is to let Wagner have the plow and 
harrow back, when the afforesaid Schoolcraft can't pay the afforesaid money in 
the term, then the afforesaid Wagner is to let the afforesaid Schoolcraft have 
‘his land, he has lately taken up, then the afforesaid Schoolcraft is to bear the 
half of the charges, belonging to the iron work for the plow and harrow.

At the general election held on November 11, 1822 and on the two succeeding 
days inclusive for the office of Governor and other state and county officers, 
the following residents of the Town of Guilderland, New York received the follow- 
‘ing vote for governor Noah S. Wood, 12] votes; William McKown, 2 votes. For 
Lieutenant Governor Noah S. Wood, 3 votes; David Mann, 1 vote; Andrew LaGrange, 
i vote.

The Battle of the Normanskill - the engagement was called, occurred August 
13, 1777 an the farm known as the Vosburgh farm below the French's Mill Dam in 
the Town of Guilderland, New York and was waged between a number of Tories and 
the Schenectady Militia under command of Lieut. Colonel Jacob Schermerhorn, 
Mayor Abraham SWits and Captain Abijah Childs and forty Rhode Island troops. 
Casualties were confined to Tories and included the death of David Springer, 
their leader and the capture of thirtsen prisoners. .

David Springer, the leader of the Normanskill Tories was greatly feared by 
the patriots and may have been one of Burgoyne's most important spies. When the 
news reached Albany that he had been killed and the principal Tories along the. 
Normanskill imprisoned there was great rejoicing. 

John J. Schermerhorn, who was thirteen and one half years old at that time, 

accompanied his father the Colonel and gave the following account. of, this battle: 

On August 13, 1777, Lt. Col. Jacob Schermerhorn proceeded with a body of 
Schenectady Militia and forty Rhode Island troops, in all about one hundred. men, 
to the Normanskill to root up a Tory gathering at that place. The expedition was 
successful. David Springer, a noted royalist was killed, thirteen of his comrades 
captured, the remainder dispersed and confidence again restored where all was in 
doubt and disaffection, without the loss of a single man on the pares of the 
Americans.

The following is a copy of an old handbill of 1807, in possession of Will- 
jam A. Brinkman, stating the qualities of a tavern stand in the Village of 
Hamilton, Town of Guilderland. For economy, the back of this handbill was used 
for affidavits of two farmer collectors of the Towns of Watervliet and Guilder-~ 
land as early as 1794 - George Van Aernam of Altamont and Henry Ostrander of 
Guilderland Center.

"That very desirable stand, occupied by the subscriber as a Public House 
and Tavern in the Village of Hamilton, Town of Guilderland, County of Albany, 
eight and a half miles from the City of Albany, at the intersection of the Great 
Western Turnpike and old Schoharie Roads.

Dunnsville District No. 2 Town of Guilderland has minutes from 1816 to the — 
present, : i aia, 
ae The records of this district now in possession of the Clerk begin with the 
year 1816 and are complete to date, a term of 116 years. The first ininutes re- 
corded in the book state that: At a school meeting held at the house of John Rk. 
Winne in the Town of Guilderland on the llth day of May, 1816 the following ~ 
officers were chosen for the following year for school district two: Moderator, - 
Peter Waggoner; trustees, Henry I, Vine, Peter Walker, Benjamin VanLoon; Clerk, 
Thomas Harman, Jr.; Collector, John Vine; Schoolmaster, David Pratt. Next annual 
meeting to be held at the house of John B. Winne on the first Saturday in May, 
LOLT. : 

The teacher, David Pratt, agreed as follows: I agree to teach school in 
School District No. 2 in the Town of Guilderland and County of Albany, according 
to the present school law at the rate of fourteen dollars per quarter and board, 
lodging and washing until the eighth day of May next. 

Guilderland, 18th November, 1816. 

The teacher invariably "boarded around" and the wages received were corres- 
pondingly small, as noted above. . 

In 1835, Philip Livingston, William Kirby and David Pratt were trustees, 
Eighty-four children attended school that year and the teacher's wages were $145, 
The next year Jacob Van Auken delivered five cords of wood for $20.00 and 
William Lainhart sawed the same for 624 cents a cord. The same year eighty-seven 
and one half cents was paid for cleaning school house. Altogether it is an inter- 

esting old record and it is doubtful if there are many districts in the state 
which have preserved their official minutes with such care which speaks well of 
the faithfulness of Succeeding district clerks.
